Ahlschwede ex ­

Are y ou one of those who think y ou nev er g et y our fair 
share of thing s? If so^ read on and be thank ful. As we shall 
see, there are times when it is the luck y p erson who does 
not g et his fair share of thing s in the world. 
Remember the ole Ex cedrin headache ads? They g av e 
a number to different k inds of headaches — those that ac­ 
comp anied a nag g ing wife, those that went with a hard day 
at the office, those that accomp anied in-law p roblems, etc. 
It was a funny ad but may be not so funny as it ap p eared. 
According to one medical columnist, 27 million p ounds of 
asp irin are consumed in the U.S. ev ery y ear. That is enoug h 
to treat more than 17 billion headaches. If y ou had y our 
fair share of those headaches, y ou had about 83 of them 
during the y ear. 


★ 
That should mak e ev ery one feel better rig ht off the bat. 
After all, it y ou are aliv e and walk ing today , y ou p robably 
did not hav e y our 8 3 headaches last y ear. And remember, 
some p eop le had may be only a coup le of headaches all y ear. 
That means that the slack was tak en up by someone else. 
Someone else, theoretically , had more t h a n 8 3 headaches. It 
would 'seem lik ely that there are at least a few p eop le around 
Who had a headache last y ear ev ery day of the y ear. If 
y ou don’t feel fortunate after contemp lating that, y ou are p retty 
hard to satisfy . 
We will admit, of course, to some error in our log ic. 
Not all the asp irin was tak en for headaches. Some of it went 
for relief of colds, some to lower fev ers, some to ease g eneral 
p ain and some, we assume, to dep art from this world. 
But may be ev en this can be turned to an encourag ing 
note. Assuming two asp irins p er headache would mean that 
the p er cap ita consump tion of the tablets is at a rate of 
some 160 to 170 tablets p er y ear, for whatev er reason they 
were tak en. 


Is it not p ossible that, ig noring headaches or any other 
p articular illness, y ou failed to consume y our fair share of 
asp irins in 1970? If so, y ou can once ag ain be thank ful that 
y ou did not receiv e during the y ear ev ery thing y ou had coming 
to y ou. 
Another interesting health statistic is found in the re- 
p wt that ov er a billion p rescrip tions were filled in the U.S. 
in 1968 . That fig ures out at about fiv e p rescrip tions p er y ear 
per cap ita. Ag ain, some p eop le p robably went all y ear without 
a sing le p rescrip tion which would p ush the median number of p re­ 
scrip tions for all citizens to well ov er the fiv e mark . 
If y ou receiv ed y our fair share of thing s y (Hi had at least 
fiv e p rescrip tions and a p rescrip tion is not ex actly what y ou 
w'ould lik e to find under y our Christmas tree or in y our Easter 
bask et. You wouldn’t want it for a v alentine, ev en, or on 
any other day , sp ecial or otherwise. 
Ag ain, y ou are fortunate for not hav ing receiv ed during 
the y ear ev ery thing y ou had coming to y ou. Some other un­ 
fortunate indiv idual ev en took y our lump s for y ou if y ou are 
below the av erag es in the categ ories we hav e talk ed about. 
But y ou should return to earth before y ou become comp la­ 
cent. There are some thing s y ou cannot av oid. 


★ 
It is estimated that by 1975, Americans will consume a 
total of 1.03 billion p ounds <rf food additiv es, some of which 
hav e nev er been thoroug hly studied. Ag ain p utting the law 
of av erag es to work (it is the easiest mathematical p roblem 
we k now of, which ex p lains why we lik e to use it), each 
U.S. citizen will be consuming in 1975 fiv e p ounds of food 
additiv es. 
The fortunate thing here Is that we don’t k now what this 
is doing to us. If we really k new the p ossible side effects 
of those fiv e p ounds of additiv es, we would p robably hav e 
to quit eating altog ether. 
So here, it is a' case of y our not k nowing y our fair share 
of something . All in all, it g iv es us g ood cause to be thank ful, 
either for what we don’t k now or for what mig ht hav e been 
but wasn’t. 
The nex t time y ou think that life is shortchang ing y ou, 
remember that a lot of the chang e could be of a k ind y ou 
wouldn’t want. It y ou really g ot ev ery thing y ou had coming 
to y ou, y ou mig ht well find life unbearable. Your fair share 
of ev ery thing could be a much big g er bite t h a n y ou could 
chew.

dip lomats that K i s s i ng e r 
would ta k e control of in- 
ternatk mal p oliciy away from 
Secretary of State William P.

Dep artment p ersonnel on Jan.

Watching outstate Nebrask a dailies and 
week lies, one finds little editorial sup p ort for 
any chang e in the budg et p rop osals of Gov . 
J. Jam es Ex on for the Univ ersity of Nebrask a. 
But one finds in the same newsp ap ers little 
sig n of much k nowledg e of what the univ ersity 
budg et is all about and what it mig ht well 
do. 
When all is said and done, the univ ersity 
is being ask ed to op erate the Lincoln camp us 
and its entire sy stem-wide administration with 
less funds than it had for the 1970-71 y ear. 
Gov ernor Ex on not only cut the univ ersity ’s 
request, he cut the institution below the 
p rev ious y ear’s ap p rop riation. 
It is widely sug g ested that we should 
not be alarmed because if a wrong has been 
done, the Leg islature can correct it. This 
is true, but it will tak e a two-thirds v ote 
of senators, 33 of them, to increase the 
g ov ernor’s 
univ ersity 
budg et 
and 
it 
is 
p olitically unreal to entertain much hop e of 
this. 
It is sug g ested in more than one quarter 


that an enrollment linrit at Nebrask a mig ht 
not be so bad, at least p artly because some 
students are g oing to Nebrask a who are not 
academically qualified. But where do we set 
the “academically qualified” limit and what, 
then, hap p ens to the theory of equal and 
univ ersal educational op p ortunity for all? 
And where else in Nebrask a can a student 
receiv e a p ublic school education roug hly 
equiv alent to what he can obtain at the 
Univ ersity of Nebrask a? Other states that 
limit enrollments hav e accep table alternativ es 
for students turned away from one institu­ 
tion. 
The answer in Nebrask a is to p ay for 
a p riv ate school education, enroll in another 
p ublic institution where op p ortunity is ob­ 
v iously inferior, switch to v ocational education 
or call it quits after hig h school. When these 
op tions beg in to hit home to tax p ay ing p arents, 
we think a lot of the state will not think 
so lig htly of the p rog ram Gov ernor Ex on 
has adv anced. This is one tax p ay er with four 
children who already think s that way . 


Committee Action 


The Leg islature’s Public Work s Committee 
last week k illed a bill rep ealing the state’s 
motor v ehicle insp ection law entirely and the 
bill p robably should remain dead. But the 
action didn’t k ill the inequities that ex ist in 
the 
insp ection 
p rog ram 
as 
it 
p resently 
op erates, so the Leg islature still has a job to do.

About Bombing Raids, Expansion Of War 


WASHINGTON - Ev en when 
y ou g et the facts on what is 
hap p ening in Indochina, it’s not 
easy to reconcile the g ains with 
the sacrifices, but we are now 
coming into a new p hase of the 
war in Laos where it is g oing to 
be more difficult ev en to g et at 
the facts. 
In the first p lace, American 
corresp ondents,

alway s been able to follow the 
battle with our own army , 
nav y , and air force in Vietnam 
and Cambodia, are now not 
p ermitted 
to 
fly with

They are allowed to fly with 
the South Vietnamese, but the

p arativ ely few aircraft, and 
this is a dang erous business, as 
the loss of four of our best bat­ 
tle p hotog rap hers this week 
indicates. 
Second, since no U.S. g round 
troop s are

fig hting , U.S. corresp ondents 
ag ain must trav el with the 
Saig on 
troop s 
under 
the 
reg ulations of Ü» South Viet­ 
namese command, 
w h o s e 
enthusiasm for rep orting the 
truth is not unlimited.

telev ision p roblem, but a p ublic 
p roblem. The rep orters will 
tak e their chances and do the 
best they can. IHv enty -six of

Despite periodic discoveries in 
the press of an emerging “ new 
Nixon” , or a re-emerging “ old 
Nixon” , 
public 
rea^ion 
to 
President Nixon as a person has 
changed remarkably little since 
1968, according to an intensive 
study just conducted by the 
Harris Survey. 
In 1968, candidate Nixon was 
most often described by the 
public 
as 
“ sincere,” 
“ cool- 
headed,” “ strong,” and “ in­ 
dependent.” These same four 
attributes again head the list in 
early 1971 when people are ask­ 
ed to describe Nixon as Presi­ 
dent. 
To measure the personality 
image of President Nixon, each 
person interviewed in a national 
cross section of 1,627 households 
was given a card with 10 op­ 
posite words on it — such as 
“ strong” and “ weaik,” “ cool- 
headed” and “ emotional,” ‘ex­ 
citing” 
and 
“ dull,” 
and 
“ straight 
f o r w a r d ’ ’ 
and 
“devious.” On each dimension, 
people were asked to assess 
which tended best to describe 
Nixon. 
Here is the line-up of the public 
reaction to President

The fundamental conclusion 
from this series of questions is 
that with only one exception, the 
weight of public opinion aiboiit 
Nixon personally is essentially 
posaitive The exception is that 
by 39% to 25%, the American 
people view the President as 
'“ dull” or “ unexciting” rather 
than “ exciting.” However, it is 
entirely 
possible 
that 
large 
numbers of the public in this 
period are n o t particularly in 
favor of an ‘ ‘ e x c i t i n g ’ 
personality in the White House.

In 1970, mamy ‘image-makers’ 
came a cropper. Several heavily

defeated in the off-year elec­ 
tions. Undoubtedly, the best ad­ 
vice candidates for high office, 
including the presidency, can 
follow is to assume they are 
what they are as personalities. 
P e r^ a lity is not unimportant, 
but it is also least susceptible to 
manipulation as far as the 
voters are concerned.

“That’s a lie ab ou t Josie (Jo­ 
sephson),” Allen replied from 
his home 
in su b u rb an

y erdes. “I nev er tried to trade 
him . . . I alway s informed Dan 
ab ou t ev ery trade.” 
Asked ab ou t Reev es’ charge 
that he v iolated NFL ru les b y 
signing Jack Pardee to a b onu s 
agreement in 1970 ou tside the 
play er’s regu lar contract, Allen 
replied, “that’s partially tru e 
b u t it came ab ou t b ecau se he 
(Reev es) fired me.” 
Allen said the Pardee case 
arose in 1969 when Reev es fired, 
then rehired himt He said Par­ 
dee didn’t want to rejoin the 
Rams after he was rehired b e­ 
cau se of a college coaching of­ 
fer.

Russians Upset, But Team 
Still Takes Nine Gold Medals 


SAPPORO, Japan (AP) — 
Two 
world 
champions 
from 
Russia were upset in their bid 
for gold medals Sunday but two 
other Soviet athletes grabbed 
top honors on the final day of 
the Pre-Olympic Games. 
Russia, which dominated the 
competition among 23 nations in 
this limited preview of the 1972 
Winter Olympic Games, wound 
up the week-long event with 
nine gold metals. West Ger­ 
many was second with five, fol­ 
lowed by France with four. 
The United States, with most 
of its top stars not competing, 
won its lone gold medal earlier 
in the week when Julie Holmes 
of Littleton, Colo., captured the 
women’s figure skating title. 
The last U.S. hope for another 
gold collapsed Sunday 
when 
Hank Kashiwa of Old Forge, 
N.Y., finished fifth in the men’s 
ski slalom as two determined 
Frenchmen, fighting a blinding 
fog and snow, took first and 
third with an upstart Japanese 
a surprising second. 
Henri Brechu won the event 
with times of 53.07 seconds and 
53.44 for a total of 1 minute, 
46.51 seconds. .Masayoshi Kashi- 
wagi was second with 1:49.31 


and Georges Mauduit third in 
1:49.36. 
Kashiwa, second after a first 
run in 52.58 before the snow 
storm began, took a 59.02 on the 
second to finish in 1:51.60.

The Swedes won ail the men’s 
sprint skate races—the 500 and 
1,000 meters and the two dis­ 
tances combined. 
Hasse Borjes won the 500 in 
39.40 seconds and his second 
place in the 1,000 gave him the

points. Johan Granath won the 
1.000 in 1:22.4 and Valery Troit- 
sky of Russia captured the

8, he doesn’t have any tickets to 
sell. 
It’s created its own peculiar 
headache,” he explained. “ I ’ve 
even got Teddy Brenner mad at 
me.” 
Brenner, the Ga rden ma tch­ 
ma ker, 
ha d 
co mpla ined 
to 
Ma rkso n a bo ut tlK lo ca tio n o f 
his tickets. 
“ He told me he’ll never s.peak 
to me again,” Markson said. 
“But everybody can’t be front- 
row center.” 
Markson, who will be 65 years 
old two days after the bout, was 
sitting behind his desk in the 
G arto catacombs. Behind him 
was the 
red-yellow-ané-black 
showcard, a tradition of boxing 
promotion. 
“ But this is the first time,” he 
sa id, “ tha t we didn’t put the 
ticket prices o n the sho wca rd.” 
The reason, of course, is that 
since Jan. 25 there have been no 
tickets assuring a record $1.25 
million gate for an indoor b«ut. 
But that 
hasn’t 
s t o p p e d 
Markson’s phone from ringing. 
Nor has it stopped people from 
confronting him on the sidewalk; 
or in restaurants, or anywhere 
he’s recognized. 
“ At 
the

baseball 
writers dinner,” he said. “ I was 
having a nice time until I was 
introduced from the dais. Then 
several people began to sur­ 
round me, so I had to leave. 
Even here, I sometimes hide out 
in another office in the Garden 
when I have to concentrate 
without any interruptions.” 
Fo r the Fra zier-Ali sho wdo wn, 
the Ga rden co nsidered a $250 
price fo r a ring side sea t, but 
settled o n $1 50 .

Markson said. "I feel that this 
country is in the midst of a 
dangerous inflationary spiral, 
and I didn’t want the Garden to 
be accused of contributing to it.

“ The $150 ticket is almost a 
bargain for this fight. We have a 
situation in this fight that pro­ 
bably never will be duplicate —

unbeaten 
fighters 
with 
claims

heavyweight 
championship and each at the 
peak of his career. Neither on« 
is beginning to decline in abili­ 
ty.” 
The wo rld-wide interest in 
bo x ing is a no ther fa cto r in the 
impa ct o f the title sho wdo wn. 
“ As big as the Super Bowl or 
the World.Series are,” 
said 
Markson, 
“ They don’t mean 
anything in Buenos Aires, or 
Hong Kong, or Hamburg, or 
Johannesburg. But there isn’t a 
civilized country, on either side 
of the Iron Curtain, that isn’t 
tremendously interested in the 
outcome of this match.’’ 
Because of the interest, ticket 
scalpers reportedly are deman­ 
ding as much as $300 for a $150 
ticket. By the night of the fight, 
a $500 demand is possible.

“ If we’re going to be suc­ 
cessful,” said Clay in an in­ 
terview, “it will be because 
we’ve completely revised our 
political philosophy.

Until now, black congressmen 
have operated mainly as in­ 
dividuals and as such they were 
either overshadowed 
by 
the 
dazzling personal sty le of Adam 
Clayton Powell or subdued by

power 
in

House 
hierarchy of William Dawson, 
the political boss of Southside 
Chicago. 
Powell’s defeat and Dawson’s 
death last y ear cleared the way 
for a union of the blacks, and 
with Clay playing a key role, the 
caucus w a s formed. All 12 
members are D e m o c r a t s 
r e p resenting 
predominantly

black districts. Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke of Massachusetts, the 
only 
Negro 
Republican 
in 
Congress, is not a member. 
Although Clay, now starting 
his second 
term, 
is 
largely 
unknown to white America, he 
has long been in the forefront of 
the civil rights struggle. 


A child of the ghetto, he went 
to work in a St. Louis depart­ 
ment store at 12 and stay ed 
there 10 y ears, first as a porter 
and then as a tailor. With the 
help of another 
jo b waiting on 
tables he put himself through St. 
Louis 
University , 
graduating* 
with 
a 
degree 
in 
political 
science. 
Cla y ’s inv o lv ement in the fig ht 
fo r equa l rig hts fo r Neg ro es 
beg a n when he wa s dra fted a nd 
sent to Ft. McClella n, Ala ., in 
1954 . He fo und the po st swimm­ 
ing po o l a nd the ba rber sho p 
clo sed to bla ck so ldiers, a nd 
the no nco mmissio ned o fficers' 
club o ff-limits o n nig hts when 
white g irls ca me to da nces. 
Clay organized swim-ins by 
the blacks, a boycott on hair 
cuts, and picket lines around the 
NCO club that led to some tense 
confrontations. He was given an 
overnight transfer to the post of 
his choice and selected one close 
to his home. 


Back in St. Louis he formed a 
Negro youth organization that 
spearheaded

d e s e g r e g a t e 
the 
city ’s 
restaurants, theaters and hotels, 
and 
set 
up 
blockades 
that 
prevented delivery of milk and 
bread in Negro neighborhoods 
until 'the companies agreed to 
hire black drivers and office 
workers. 
Elected To Co uncil 
In 19 59 he was elected to the 
St. Louis City Council but he 
remained active in the street 
struggle and was arrested fre­ 
quently . He spent 116 day s in 
jail in 1967 on a contempt-of- 
court charge growing out of a 
boy cott of St. Louis banks in an 
effort to force them 'to hire more 
Negres. 
Clay was elected to Congress 
in 
19 68 
when 
court-ordered 
redistricting 
created 
a 
new 
district about 53% black and the 
veteran white congressman who 
held the seat retired. As a con­ 


gressman he has remained in 
the background, rarely taking 
part in debate. 
“I didn’t come to Congress 
with a ny fixed goal,” he said, 
“but with a general direction I 
wanted to move in. That is 
primarily to educate black peo­ 
ple to the rights they should be 
enjoying and obviously aren’t, 
and to articulate for the general 
public 
the 
needs 
of 
black 
Americans.” 
Clay sees the Black Caucus as 
the 
key 
to 
achieving 
both 
results. The fund-raising drive 
now being organized aims at 
bringing in $100,000 to get a 
permanent staff and hire ex­ 
perts to help the caucus draft 
legislative proposals. 
As director of researcn for the 
caucus Clay is compiling a list 
of 
congressional 
districts 
in 
which Negroes make up 10% or 
more of the voting population. 
He thinks there are about 55 now 
and that there will be 75 or more 


after 19 72. The black vote could 
be the balance of power in many 
of them, he said, and the caucus 
intends to make sure the blacks 
know where their interest lies. 
“We’re going to put out our 
own rating sy stem on how the 
congressmen vote,” he said. 
The caucus has already stir­ 
red up controversy by boycot­ 
ting President Nixon's State of 
the Union address on the ground 
that he has ignored 'the nation’s 
blacks, and is preparing a court 
fight 
against 
the 
television 
networks for refusing to grant it 
free time to deliver i'ts own 
message. 
“You’re going to see a new 
kind of black representation.” 
he said. “ It might be abrasive. 
It might be obstructionist. We’re 
going to 'turn around the idea 
that what’s good for the nation 
is good for the minorities and 
make it what’s good for the 
minorities is good for 'the na­ 
tion.”

In an effort to police their own 
ranks, as well as protect col­ 
leagues’ rights as professional's, 
Lincoln teachers are working to 
make their Professional Rights 
and Responsibilities Commission 
an effective force. 
This is the first year the Lin­ 
coln Education Association has 
had 
a 
grievance 
procedure 
which is the result of negotia­ 
tions withi the Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
The procedure, which has the 
force of a legal document, spells 
out steps for both safeguarding 
teachers’ rights and seeing that 
a teacher has an agreed-upi)n 
route to follow in an attempt to 
settle any grievance. 


Procedures Outlined 
. At 
a 
weekend 
meeting, 
grienance representatives from 
each building in the Lincoln 
School District met to get a 
briefing on how they are to im­ 
plement the procedures. 
The 
L E A ’ S 
Professional 
Rights 
and 
Responsibilities 
(PR&R) Commiss.on. under the 
leadership of Chairman George 
Rush, has the responsibiiity for 
seeing that the grievance pro­ 
cedure's are followed. 
But thio PR&R Commission is 
also concerned that teachers 
live up to a certain standard of five years, only since December 


any 
problems 
“ and 
(thus) 
stabilize’’ such situations. 
“ The LEA membership is 
eager to get the best possible 
people in the profession and 
keep them,’’ 
said 
Rush, 
a 
teacher at Northeast High. 
.At the same time, he said, “ we 
also want to protect teachers 
against unfair criticism and 
treatment.’’ 
“ We’re also most eager to 
watch professional ethics,’’ he 
said. “ One (case of) unethical 
conduct by one teacher can 
make 
the 
whole 
mass 
of 
teachers look bad.’’ 
For that reason, he said, the 
PR&R Commission has 
two 
subcommittees — one dealing 
with grievances and the other 
with ethics. 
Cases Are Referred 
Possible cases of unethical 
conduct are referred to the 
LEA ’S board of directors, and 
they may even go to the state- 
level 
PR&R 
Commission, of 
which Rush is also a member. 
If grievances are unsolved at 
the building level, they may go 
on to as high as the Board of 
Education itself. 
But 
the 
procedures 
are 
designed to work out equitable 
solutions to the problems at the 
lowest level possible. 
Although the local commission 
has been operative for about 


ethical behavior, such as that 
outlined in the National Educa­ 
tion Associaton’s “ code of ethics 
of the education profession.” 
“ The rights” in 
the com­ 
mission’s name, explained Rush, 
“ imply g r i e v a n c e s , the 
responsibilities (imply) ethics.” 
“ W’e have teachers we have to 
get rid of,” he said, but he noted 
there are

Keynes -- later i.,ord Keynes — 
sanctioned New Deal spending 
as a tool for re-starting national 
prosperity.

This was corrected in 
World War II when our deficits 
became supercolossal and pro­ 
gress was made toward fuller 
utilization of U.S. tools and 
human resources, with resultant 
inflation. 
Modified Position 
Meanwhile, Republicans as 
anti-Keynesians c r i t i c i z e d 
Democrats 
for

motivated 
Congress in The Full Employ­ 
ment Act of 1946. By 1959, in a 
Cabinet report in which then 
Vice President Nixon had a 
hand, the Republicans began to 
modify their rigid anti-deficit 
position by vague talk about a 
full employment b a l a n c e d 
bucket. 
President Nixon has proposed 
a new deficit budget which 
would be in balance if full 
employment should develop. The 
rationalization is that, if the na­ 
tional economy is operating — 
by way of illustration — at only

goods would offset inflationary

Far Beyond 
By 1961, however, the neo- 
Keynesians went far beyond the 
teachings of their dead master. 
Ivord Keynes. As chairman of 
the 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers under President Ken­ 
nedy and for a time under 
President Johnson. Dr. Waller^ 
A. Heller planned deficit finan- ■ 
eing even during periods of ris- 
ing unemployment and growing 
economic activity. While this 
doctrine was potentially infla-, 
tionary, its full force wa.s notj 
felt 
until 
after 
President! 
Johnson escalated 
the 
Viet­ 
namese War and told the coun­ 
try that it could, despite greatly 
increased military co.sts, con­ 
tinue to expand domestic social 
projects. Thereafter, sensing the 
danger in his policy, President 
Johnson urged Congress to enact 
a surtax, but Congress dragged 
its heels. 
By January 1969, there was 
bipartisan recognition of the 
need for re.strictive budgetary 
and monetary policies. 
.Such 
drastic medicine calmed down 
frenzied demand, but the “ cost- 
push” phase continues. Yet, Mr. 
Schultz, former secretary of 
labor, Ignores the need, pointed 
out by President Johnson and 
others, for reviewing the special 
privileges inherent in outmoded 
labor-management 
legislation 
whereby unions can project in- 
Ration three years ahead. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
bent on reflation, has called a 
halt to correctives. A deficit is 
justified on the ground that, if 
business were booming, the tax 
revenues would equal the ex 
penditures. The country is on a 
new joy ride aimed at prosperity 
in 1972, which by a strange 
coincidence happens to be a 
presidential election year.
